And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.” Acts 2:1. “And they were all filled with the Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4 
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“To open their eyes, and to 
turn them from darkness to 
light, and from the power of 
Satan unto God, that they may 
receive forgiveness of sins, mae 

inheritance among them 
which are sanctified by faith 
that is in me.” Acts 26:18. 

Quite recently my attention | 
has been called to the above 
Scripture by certain things 
that have come under my per- 
sonal observation andI have 
been studying closely, the pow- 
er of Satan. I find in Romans 
&, 28, “All things work togeth- 
er for ‘good to them, that love 
God.” And I am sure that any- 
thing that causes us to read 
God’s Word, or drives us to our 
knees in prayer, is for our good 
and always proves a blessing in 
disguise, even though it al- 
most causes our hearts to 
break with pain or sorrow. 
This Scriptural study of the 
power of Satan has given me 
much light and I pass it along 
for God’s glory. 

In Isa. 14:12 we read “How 
art thou fallen from Heaven, O 
Lucifer, son of the morning! 
how art thou cut down to the 
ground!” Compare this with 
verses 10-18 and you can read- 
ily see where Bible students 
get the teaching that Satan 
was once an angel in Heaven 
and for his pride and exalted 
spirit he was cast out of Heav- 
en into the earth after he had 
rebelled against God, and in his 
fall he brought with him a 
third part of the angels. Rev. 
12:4-10, 

When God peopled the earth 
and placed Adam and Eve in 
the garden, we find the devil, 
or Satan, (as they are synony- 
mous) on the scene as he was 
already an inhabitant of the 
earth, and an enemy of God 
and all'of His plans. Here he 
seems to have been classed by 
Moses as one of the beasts of 
the field, as in Gen. 3:1 he says 
the serpent was more subtle 
than any beast of the field. 

The word subtle means, 
“sly, shrewd, crafty?’ In other 
words, he had more wisdom 
than the other creatures of 
God’s creation, and you will 
find Jesus in Matt. 10:16 warns 
the disciples, as he sends them 
out to preach the gospel, to 
“Be wise as serpents.’”” | 

When we take up‘a_ close 
study of the habits and cau- 
tions of some species of ser- 
pents, we find a wonderful les- 
lon in this, and when we look 
around us and see the serpent 
nature in people with whom 
we deal, we need to give heed 
and “Watch unto prayer.” 

There is.a species of serpents 
called cerastes, that hides in 
the sand in order to conceal 
lis body from man and_ beast 
that he might bite them, and is 
often successful and bites the 
unsuspecting horse and causes 
the rider to fall. Read Gen. 
A9:17, “Dan shall be a serpent 
by the way, an adder in the 
path that biteth the horse 
heels, so that his rider shall 
fall backward.” 

Another characteristic of 
them, is said to be the fact that 
they vomit up: all the poison 
when they go to a pool of wa- 
ter to drink, for fear of poison- 
ing themselves. Their heart is 
said to be under their throats 
hence the Scripture “The seed 
of a woman shall bruise the 
serpents head.” 

It_is also said that they stop 
their ears when they hear the 
voice of a charmer, by laying 
their head down on the ground 
and putting their tail in the 
other ear. Psa. 58:4. 
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know of an herb that restores 
sight when it is impaired, and 
also of one to eat that relieves 
them of poison when they are 
bitten or otherwise poisoned. 
Surely we may take many les- 
sons from their art, and get 
more meaning from what Je- 
sus said, ‘““Be wise as serpents.” 
Some have different ideas of 
the location of the poison, but 
I find the Word bears out the 
idea that it is located in differ- 
ent parts of the body. Job 
20:14 says, “His ‘meat in his 
bowels is turned, it is the gall 
of asps within him.” David in 
Psa. 140:3, says “They have 





sharpened their tongue like a 
serpent,” and Solomon “At last 
it hiteth like a serpent and 
stingeth like an adder.” Prov. 
23:32. Be it located where it 
may, it is there, and we know 
it to be a deadly poison. 

There|is quite a bit of con- 
troversy among Bible students 
as to whether the serpent that 
deceived Mother Eve was in the 
form of the serpent as we know 
it today, or whether his form 
was changed when God placed 
the curse on him. The pre- 
valent idea is that the beast 
was an upright creature with 
many legs, and ate of the fruit 
of the tree. There is no doubt 
but what the devil used _ the 
beast by concealing his_ spirit 
within him, and thus used him 
as a tool to deceive her. We 
all know of his’ success, and, 
alas, we see him performing 
the very same deeds over and 
over all around us every day. 

“The power of Satan.” We 
know Satan’s power is greater 
than human strength, and 
were we left to his mercy we 
would be hopeless, but, thanks 
be unto God, there is a higher 
power than Satan, and we have 
the blessed privilege of having 
that power invested within us, 
through accepting Jesus as the 
Saviour of the world. The dev- 
il thought to defeat and _ over- 
throw every plan of God for 
the human race, but God has 
given the remedy even though 
He allows Satan to tempt and 
try His creatures. 

As there are many kinds and 
species of serpents, just so 
there are many kinds of the al- 
lurements of Satan, and many 
kinds of evil spirits to work 
with us manifold. 


We read of the “fiery, flying 
serpent.” It is thought it was 
so called because of the heat 
and thirst caused from its bite. 
Do you not see the same mani- 
festation today from certain 
serpents? (evil spirits.) 

But again I thank God we 
can ‘Look and Live.” 

The devil conceals himself 
so completely at times that ev- 
en children of God are allured 
into his traps unaware. He will 
be found among the children 
of God at all times, and rarely 
ever, if ever, can the children 
of God meet together without 
Satan being in the midst. He 
can shout, he can dance, he 
can sing, he can shake, and so 
mimic the Holy Ghost, that it 
takes a person who is filled 
with the fullness to detect him. 
He so deceives and disgusts 
until many are driven away, 
and all are judged by the evil 
spirit that is manifested in the 
midst of God’s really anointed 
ones.

or perhaps they received more 
or the _ people loved 
them best, or had more con- 
fidence in them, and immedi- 
ately No. 1 would begin to do 
or say something to kill No. 2’s 
influence, and the end will nev- 
er be known. Did you know 
that the jealous spirit was the 
one the devil used in his first 
deadly work among the chil- 
dren of men, and it proved so 
successful, he has used it as a 
favorite tool ever since. Jeal- 
ousy was the thing that caused 
Cain to slay Abel. Abel was 
innocent, but he suffered from 
just the 
same. Cain was jealous because 
God accepted Abel’s offering 
and took his life. Saul became 
jealous of David because the 
people lauded him, and David 
had to hide out to keep from 
being killed. 

! knew a little band of saints 
once who had much fire 
and power and the white heat- 
ed love was intense, but this 
old trick of Satan’s jealousy 
crept in, and soon the har- 
mony was gone and the fel- 
lowship broken, and they were 
divided.

First, by any habit- 
ual sin, for all habitual sin is 
reigning; but sin cannot reign 
in any that believeth. Second, 
nor by any willful sin, for His 
will, while he abideth in that 
faith is utterly set against all 
sin, and abhoreth it as deadly 
poison. Third, nor by any sin- 
ful desive, for he continually 
desireth the holy and _ perfect 
will of God, and any tendency 
to an unholy desire,-he, by the 
grace of God, stifleth at the 
birth. Fourth, nor does he sin by 
infirmities, whether in act, 
word or thought; for his in- 
firmities have no concurrence 
of his will, and without this 
they are not properly _ sins. 
Thus, he that is born of God 
doth not commit sin. And 
though he cannot say he hath 
not sinned, yet, now he sinneth 
not.” Sermons Vol. 1, page 16. 

“And his hand had hold on 
Esau’s heel.” Gen. 25:26. Isaac 
was the only son of Abraham 
born of Sarah, and was mar- 
ried to Rebecca, daughter of 
Bethuel and sister of Labon. 
The Scriptures say that Isaac 
entreated the Lord for his wife, 
for she was barren.

The Bible states that Hsau- 
was born first and that Jacob 
took hold on his heel, and his 
name was called Jacob, which 
means supplanter: one who de- 
frauds, deceives, supplants, to 
trip by the heel, etc. Thus. we 
learn his real nature from his 
very name. The name 
Jacob suggests to us the sel- 


‘watch the capers of a 


fishness and the deceitfulness 
of the carnal mind. It shows 
itself at his birth, and Oh what 
a picture it gives us as we 
study his life: God marking out 
a picture of that selfish deceit- 
ful nature wherein we were all 
born. Paul tells us that in Adam 
all died, or lost the divine 
nature, 

If you wish to see a_ good 
picture of the carfial mind, just 
six or 
eight months old babe, as its 
wwother undertakes to do with 
it contrary to its wishes, or lis- 
ten to its screams when its 
wishes are not complied with. 
A young calf will lie still all 
day in the tall grass where its 
mother has left it, or the young 
birdling will remain quiet in the 
nest patiently waiting the com- 
ing of the mother bird with 
food; but not so with a young 


child, a human being. It wilt 
seream and kick, no matter 
who goes without, or if the 


whole neighborhood is aroused 
it will have its wants supplied. 
Father or mother may do with- 
out, but that young piece of 
hunianity with the carnal 
pature in it will have its wants 
supplied.
